righteous Judgement of God. 7; 
Covetouſnes, is joyned wiih extortion ; for it is the cauſe 
of it, &all Oppreſhon and Violence; of Fraud, Theft, & 
Robbery : It is reckoned among the moſt heinous Sins, which 
exclude from the Kingdom of Heaven: Yea it is called Ido- 
larry ; for Mammon is the God which the covetous worſhip 
and adore : It is the Root of all Evil: Of bribery and Peg 
verting of Judgement, as in the Sonnes of Samuel; of Mercileſs 
ſpoiling and grinding the Faces of the Poor; for which the 
Lord threatens to enter unto Judgement with the Princes & An- 
cients of the people. There is nothing ſo curſed, and nothing 
10 ſacred, that Covetouſueſs will not venture upon: All the 
ſpoil of Fericho was accurſed, and the Silver and Gold was 
conſecrated to the Lord; but Achans covetous Heart, made 
him take of both, & ſo brought a curſe on himſelf & Family. 
How many Aehans are there, who have coveted what was 
conſecrated to the Lord, & thereby have brought down wrath 
upon us?

And now, O my Soul, when thou beholdeſt the Works of 
GOD, and obſerveſt, how he hath given to every Creature 
its own Beauty and Uſe, which ſerves for the Ornament of 
the Univerſe, and the good of its fellow Creature ; And par- 
ticularly, how. theſe Glorious Lights, differ in their Glory, 
one from another, yet, all obſerve their Courſe and Order; 
and do Communicate their Splendor and Brightneſs, for the 
Comfort of others. Let this Meditation quicken thee, to e- 
fiſt the fourth Sin, which is Envy; and to ſtudy Charity. 

ENVY, is the fame with what the Apoſtle calls, Hatred, E- 
mulation, and Envyings ; let the heinouſneſs of this Sin, make 
thee, my Soul, abhorr it, For it is a Quarrelling with the Wiſe- 
dom, Goodneh, and Bounty of God; a diſpleaſure and diſ- 
fatisfaction of Mind, with his Diſpenſations; and it is a grudg- 
ing and repining at the Good and Happineſs of others. 

t may be ſometimes in good Men; bur in all, it is reprove- 
able: Moſes corretts it in Zo/hua, Envyeſt thou for my ſake? 
and ſhews a more noble and excellent Spirit; ſaying, © would 

* God, that all the Lords People were Prophets, and that 
the Lord would put his Spirit upon them: And our Bleſſed 
Lord reproved it in his Diſciples, as Jobn alſo had done in 
his; ſay ing, AMan can receive nothing, except it be given him 

© from Heaven: Which is an excellent Conſideration, to 
quel all Envy and Emulation. 

But that we have ſuch inſtances of * Soon. in good Men, 
ought not to encourage us to entertain it; but. rather, to Guard 
againſt it, becauſe it may ſo inſenſibly ſteal in upon us, under 
the Covert of what is good. * 

The true Original of it, is from the Devi; as che Apoſtle 
tells us irs true Pedegree. © This Wiſedom is not from above, 
but is Farthly, Senſual, Devilifh : The Devil envying Mans 
Happineſs, ſer himſelf to _ him, and on that Account

Though Hatred, be an infeparable Ingredient of Envy, yet, 
Envy diſlembleth it, & covereth it with Deceit, which is to 
make it ſelf ſeven times more the Hild of Hell: as Soloman 
expreſſes it: © He that Hateth, diſſembleth with his Lips, & 
layech up Deceit within him: when he ſpeaketh fair, believe 
"© him not: For there are fevenAbominations in his Heart-: Whoſe 

Hatred is covered by Deceit, his wickedneſs ſhall be ſhewed 
before the whole Congregation . Therefore O, my Soul, make 
that Part of the L/ ni Thy Prayer; From Envy, Hatred, & 


Malice, and all uncharitableneſs : Good Lord deliver me. 
But Pray for, and endeavour to practiſe the contrary Grace 
of CHARITY, which is no leſs lovely, tran Envy is hateful; 
& is no leſs Pteafant and Delightful, than the other, uneaſie 
and tormenting. | 5 
The excellency of this Grace, in all the goodly Branches 
thereof, and its large Extent, is moſt fully ſet forth by the A- 
poſtle, who allowes a whole Chapter, in ſhewing the Neceſſi- 
ty of it, andthe many Advantages that flow. from it, to our 
lelv's and others. Our Bleſſed Lord will have us leave our 
Gift at che Altar, & go and be reconciled firſt to our Brother, 
and then come and offer our Gift; tliereby teaching us, that 
our beft' performances will not be acceptable to God, if we 
want Charity : And the. Apoſtle argues very convincingly, He 
© that lovetfi not his Brother whom he hath ſeen, how can he

good it can recewe; yet, it never wants its Reward, bearing 
in its own Boſom, a Joy and Satisfaction, in welldoing; 
and a Complacency and Delight, in the Wel fare and Happines

Moſt Holy Lord God, give me thy Spirit which is pure

And as He was pleaſed to chuſe many of his Diſci- 
ples: from that Calling of catching Fiſh, to make them Fi- 
hers of Men: So he compares their Spiritual Calling with 
their Temporal, That as their Net, caught all Sort ot Fiſh, 
Small and Great, Good and Bad; So their Miniſtry ſhould 
bring into the*Church, of all forts and Degrees 
He bids us alſo behold the Fowls of the Air, who neither

Time, & obſerve the Times of their coming: It Jaſbus called

Unqueſtionably the Body requires Meat, and Meat was or-

But the Parable of the Kich Glutton ſhewes it was a Sin to

And were there not Sin, yet there is ſo much of the Beaſt 


in it, that ſhould make all that are Rational, abhorre it. It 
was Exceſs that expoſed Noah's ſhame, not only to his Son 
Canaan, but to the view of all ſucceding Generations. 
The Nazarites were diſcharged Wine & ſtrong Drink. or a 
thing that was made of the Grape:theſe liquots and meats that 
are moſt delicious, do tempt to Exceſs; whereas, of ſmal drink 
and courſer fare, ſeldom any take more than vrhat is neceſfary. 
In Abrabam s days a Calf with butter and milk, was aFeaft 
that imertained Angels; But there are, im this Luxurious Age, 
who would think themſelves hal i | 
ter variety, and what is more * | 
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© Nay, they cate not to {ufain Nature with what is Natu 
but new] Compounds muſt he dayly invented, to highten & glut 
the Appetite, & by this mears they deſtroy what they would 
preſerv e. Certain it is, ſavoury meat may be very well allow- 
ed to an old [/aze, whoſe natural vigour was decay ing, But to 
indulge that inclination, fo, as to nauſeat at every thing, chat 
does not OY pleaſe the Palat, is Sin. The Sin of So. 
dom was Pride, fullneſs of Bread, & Idleneſs. Fullneſs of Bread 
was in it ſelf a Bleſſing, but it was the abufing that plenty to 
Gluttony and Exceſs, that was their Sin: and it produced an 
other Sin, of Idleneſs; for the full Stomach abhorres labour, 
and indeed is unfit for exerciſe, either in Sp ritual or Tempor- 
Affairs: what unnaturalLuſts followed upon their full feeding, 
_-- the Hiſtory records; & their overthrow fets them forth as a 
dreadful example unto all thoſe that ſhouldafter liveungodly.
